HAVE oftén referred to the lacK of i^hàtlty in 



treaties, that natiotis hold to the terms of pacts 
only 80 long as they do not interfere wit)i their own 
policies. ' It is rather unusual though, for bre^dhes 
of the covenants of law, binding man to man in 
legal uhlon, to be conunetided by the Judicial au- 
thorities.

Boxing— The Manly Art 

By Coach Bert Light 

BLOW NO. 3 

Left Hook To The Head 
I^AKE the position you were in when you ihot across Blow No. 3, the 
right to the heart. After you have effectively landed that punch, 
hastily bring back your right and keep moving it In a circular motion 
around your chin, where it is to act aa a giiard. Tlie usé of the right 
should be treated circumspectly for once it is snapped out offensively, 
there is no protection left asaliut the straight left of a clever opponent. 
See things clearly while you are still able to apd have enough confidence 
in your own ability to know that when you lead with the left hand, 
the right is going to look after Itself in its own fashion, 

"On Guard" again, keep your chin well down and your elbows 
close to the sides and above all watch your opponent's hands and not 
Ills feet, as some people Insist on advising. Tlirust your left 'Shoulder 
well forward, the weight falling on the left foot which lies flat on the 
ground, while every muscle in the body ia completely relaxed— you are 
now all set and -about to deliver the most, potent and the hardest punch 
tliat can be dollvercd ' with the' left arm, the . punishing left book 
to the jaw, Blow Ko. 3, This is the ptmch that the majority of top-notch 

professionals use for preparing their foes for the "kill." Tony Can- 
zonerl illustrated tnis the other day when he paralyzed Kid Chocolate 
with a series of head jolts, mostly left hooks, and then finished him 
off with a right cross to the jaw, Blow No. 5 in this series. Ho counted, 
ol course, on his crushing left liook to prepare the way for him lor, 
like champion Jtmmic McLarnin, he classes it as hia most dangerous 
weapon and claims that if used properly it is as effective and wicked 
a punch as any the rifht has to offer. Having learned tiio practical 
valuo of the hook, let ua -dssume our regular stance and appreciate how 
it is carried out theoretically. 

The heel of the right foot is raised while the left Is still fiat on 
the ground,— immediately drop back on your right and pivot on the 
left, raising the left heel naturally. Always remember that you arc 
confined by those imaginary walla mentioned previously. Swing your 
left arm in a circular motion, not;.n4ri^^ level 
of the shoulder and then swing tho1punch'com|>1etely around 'so that at 
the finish, the front of the body faces the wall at your right side. The 
chin is kept well covered throughout by that busy right hand but do 
not turn your head with the awing of the body for this will detract 
from the natural and perfectly correct tendroaaito^^ keep the left 
shoulder hunched in a protective manner al}^|m8f chin. 

Practice In Slow MotUm 
To understand it more clearly, practlae.. the full action of the left 
hook from start to f inlah in slow-motion. Extend' the left arm directly 
In front while the right, moving about the heart, at the same time 
keeps the chUi under cloee confinement. Bring back 'the left about 
twelve inches In order to impart to it the neceuary momentun. As 
you bring the. arm around in », half -clrele, raise the leift elbow which 
gives the kick to. the punch but refiiember to keep the hands properly 
Placed. Start the hook with your knuckles facing the left wall co that 
the thumb is tight In position (facing upwards) and at the finish of 
the blow, apply a slicht turn inwards to the wrist until the knuckles 
are Just about in position l ad otytie right wall. Remember that the 
body plays a huge part In 4<^^p|]fl0te hook with the proper effect and 
must enter fully into the swing of'th'e punch in oxdet to get the results 
the blow has. • 

The defence for the punch would be either to step back well cov- 
•fed,^.teoJwlc8lly speaking to "fajl away" from the b)ow. or else to block 
i|t ^TI%l|ittè r is the easiest and safest for, whereas the step away rc- 
''qu Ir^Ba^ ed .deal of practice and leada to disaster Jf not properly 
exei^mfme^hoviee seems to plek up the block with little effort. The 
provision is of course that the block . must be executed , with the arm 
and not with the chin. When a left hook is flung at you, simply throw 
up your right arm, keeping the e|bow In close to the side, in such a 
position that the ftot Is clenched just above your head. In the case of a 
right hook, the same procedure is carried out. except that the' right
